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concerns 
at police 
reception 
closure 

COMMUNITY leaders have 
raised concerns about plans 
for the closure of the front 
desk at Oswestry police sta¬ 
tion. 

Various towns in Shrop¬ 
shire, including Oswestry, 
will no longer see front 
counter provision from Sep¬ 
tember 1 but instead have 
new intercom contact points 
at their police stations to 
contact officers. 

Bill Longmore, Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
for West Mercia, says local 
Safer Neighbourhood Teams 
will be increasing their “vis¬ 
ibility and accessibility” 
in places where there is no 
longer counter service. 

Oswestry town and 
Shropshire Councillor Mar¬ 
tin Bennett said: “This 
announcement comes as 
something of a surprise be¬ 
cause I would have thought 
the Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner would have 
informed elected represent¬ 
atives before making the 
announcement. 

“I would like to have seen 
figures on the number of 
people who are currently 
using the counter service 
at Oswestry Police Station 
in order to understand the 
justification for the decision 
that has been taken. 

“I would expect the com¬ 
missioner to be returning 
to Oswestry this year and 
in fact I would suspect my 
fellow councillors would 
be keen for him to answer 
questions about this.” 

Town medical 
site is all set 
to be unveiled 

THE formal opening of 
Chirk’s £2.4 million medical 
centre is set to take place to¬ 
morrow (Friday). 

The new primary care 
centre has replaced the 
town’s former surgery on 
Castle Road. 

The land was made avail¬ 
able by Wrexham County 
Borough Council and the 
building was constructed by 
Anwyl Construction. 

Totalling 2,000 square 
metres in area, the two-sto- 
rey building includes rooms 
for GP consulting, GP train¬ 
ing, treatments, counselling, 
phlebotomy and minor oper¬ 
ations in addition to rooms 
for the midwives, health 
visitors and outpatient ap¬ 
pointments. 


Organisers close to halting Osfest

OSFEST was close to having to be closed down and 
festival goers evacuated, organisers have revealed. 

High winds, the remnants of Hurricane Bertha, 
blew across the Oswestry Showground on Sunday 
as chart performers took to the stage. 

At one point hundreds of music fans were moved 
away from the main stage when tolerance level 
wind speeds came close to dangerous levels. 

But, unlike other festivals across Britain on that 
day organisers were able to keep the show running. 

And those behind the festival said they would 
now be looking at how Osfest can more forward 
for future years. 

This week they paid tribute to members of the 
audience, who calmly moved to the fairground 
on the other site of the Park Hall showground as 
singer Elyar Fox was performing. 

Safety 

Carly Woodward from Osfest said: “We have 
safety plans in place that we hope we never have 
to use. On Sunday part of that plan had to be en¬ 
forced and we showed that it worked very well. 
There was no problem with the stage. All struc¬ 
tures like this have wind tolerance levels that have 
to be complied with. 

“We monitored the wind speeds throughout the 
afternoon and at one stage it reached 37 miles an 
hour so we had to move people away. However 
thankfully the speeds dropped. 

“Sunday saw several festivals, including Blood¬ 
stock and Boardfest pull the plug completely and 
fully evacuate the sites. In retrospect we are very 
pleased that we were able to keep Osfest running 
with only minor changes to the programme. 

“We have now had five years of Osfest and we 
need to look at what works, and perhaps what 
doesn’t work. The festival was launched to give 
something to the people of Oswestry and this will 
continue.”

VISITOR CENTRE 
COULD BE SOLD 


OSWESTRY’S visitor and ex¬ 
hibition centre could be sold 
off by the town council and 
tourist information moved to 
a new building on the main 
car park. 

The centre is currently housed in 
an historic building in the grounds of 
St Oswald’s Parish Church. 

The 15th Century building, once the original 
Oswestry grammar school, houses the Tourist 
Information Centre, a coffee shop, and exhi¬ 
bition display areas and is run in conjunction 
with the Oswestry and Welsh Border Tourism 
Association. 

But in the council’s corporate plan, published 
this week, it is mooted that, because of the cost 
of the operation, the council should look at the 
future usage and ownership of the building,

coinciding with the termination date of the ex¬ 
isting occupancy. 

The draft plan, which sets out the council’s 
aims until 2017, said the tourism facilities 
could move to a new centre. 

“Due to structural problems relating to the 
toilet block on the Central Car Park, there 
should be a feasibility study for replacement of 
that building to potentially include relocating 
tourism facilities into the new build,” it says. 

Mayor, Councillor John Gareth Jones, said 
tourism was still of vital importance. 

“Tourism is seen by the council as a driver 
for the economy of the town. We have long sup¬ 
ported Oswestry and Welsh Border Tourism 
Association and have established a successful 
partnership with them at our visitor and exhi¬ 
bition centre. 

“Our review has looked at what we currently 
deliver in respect of tourism and the enhanced 


role that perhaps we can play,” said the mayor. 

“We recognise the need to maintain a shared 
partnership with Oswestry Welsh Border Tour¬ 
ism in terms of the local delivery of tourism.” 

The council says it will also support the 
retention and revitalisation of the tourist in¬ 
formation office at Mile End on the Oswestry 
bypass. 

The corporate plan also look as the town’s 
market and says there is a need to improve the 
number of shoppers to the stalls. 

One idea is to continue a drive to move stalls 
down onto Bailey Street in the heart of the 
town. 

Councillor Jones said: “We are committed to 
continuing to invest in and promote markets in 
Oswestry. Markets are essential for Oswestry in 
terms of heritage, tourism and employment.” 

However he said despite investment in staff 
and a refurbishment of the indoor market and 
outdoor stalls further improvement in visitor 
and trader numbers were needed.

NewCCTV 
contract 
to update 
cameras 

A NEW CCTV system is to 
be installed in Oswestry af¬ 
ter the town council signed 
a £69,000 contract. 

Funding from the West 
Mercia Police and Crime 
Commissioner has been 
used to ensure the town’s 
ageing surveillance system 
is brought up to date. 

Money has also been 
pledged by the town coun¬ 
cil to part-fund the post of 
CCTV co-ordinator. 

Oswestry’s original sys¬ 
tem was put in place at the 
turn of the millennium. 

It was credited as help¬ 
ing to cut crime and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour in the 
town within weeks of its 
switch-on. 

Since then the system has 
been recognised as the larg¬ 
est, volunteer run system in 
Britain. 

Its control room, hosted 
at Oswestry Police Station, 
is staffed by volunteers. 

A statement released said 
that the town council, work¬ 
ing closely with Inspector 
Rik Klair, of West Mercia 
Police, had invited tenders 
which had been provided 
from a number of compa¬ 
nies. 

“A contract in the region 
of £69,000 has been signed 
with ORR a local contractor, 
for the system replacement 
with digital wireless,” he 
said. 

“This will replace all 
cameras in the town centre 
and provide new recording 
equipment in the CCTV con¬ 
trol room.” 

A management group has 
also been set up.

discount to local buyers

A HOUSING developer has offered to sell half 
of its homes on a rural estate at discount to 
local people - even though planning officers 
are not forcing it to. 

Primesave Properties Ltd has offered five of its 
10 homes at Ashbrook Meadow in Kinnerley, near 
Oswestry, to people from the area with a £5,000 dis¬ 
count and no conditions. 

Keri Jennings of Prime¬ 
save Properties Ltd is 
working with estate agents 
Morris, Marshall and Poole 
to market the development 
but said it was important to 
offer local people an oppor¬ 
tunity to buy some of the 
homes at a discount. 

She said: “I was born and 
raised in Shropshire and as 
a local housing developer I 
feel it’s important to work 
with local communities 
when creating new homes in 
the county and particularly 
rural neighbourhoods. 

“There is only one prop¬ 
erty on the development 
with an affordable housing 
planning condition attached 
to it and we’ve decided to 
provide further properties 
with a £5,000 discount to 
people who can prove they 
have local connections. 

“There won’t be any con¬ 
ditions attached to these 
properties, but hopefully it 
will provide an opportunity 
for some local people to pur¬ 
chase a home they might not 
have considered before.” 

Homes on the devel¬ 
opment range from two 
bedroom semi-detached at 
£125,000 to four bedroom 
detached properties at 
£249,950 and 289,000. But 
five three bedroom detached 
homes at £189,950 are being 
offered with the £5,000 dis¬ 
count. 

Anyone looking to take up 
the discount offer will have 
to demonstrate their local 
connection.

He said: “The concern 
really arises that Shropdoc 
may become a victim of its 
own success. 

“When working out-of- 
hours we have calls from 
people who may have been 
in for three or four weeks 
who call up Shropdoc be¬ 
cause they don’t have to 
take time off work to see 
their GP, they can just turn 
up and know they will be 
seem. 

Records 

“They don’t understand 
that there are limitations. 

“We do not have access 
to medical records as a GP 
would have, we are limited 
in the examinations we can 
do, I can’t take blood tests 
or arrange for ECGs. 

Dr Aslam said another 
concern was the amount of 
people who run out of med¬ 
ication before the weekend 
and call up Shropdoc in 
order to get a prescription. 

“A significant number of 
calls are from people who 
have run out of medication 
or need a repeat prescrip¬ 
tion. This is an avoidable 
situation. If you are running 
low on medication, try and 
see a GP because Shropdoc 
has limitations.” 


Steam makes a welcome return

A RAILWAY station will be rolling 
back the years when a steam hauled 
passenger train departs for the first 
time in nearly 50 years. 

The landmark steam service is es¬ 
pecially poignant for Oswestry as the 
town’s railway works was once the ar¬ 
ea’s main employer. 

The town’s history will be remem¬ 
bered this weekend when steam re¬ 
turns to Oswestry when an engine 
hauls the first passenger trains since 
1965. 

The service has been organised by 
members of Cambrian Heritage Rail- 


ways, a group which has been battling 
and campaigning to bring the town’s 
railway station and rail tracks back 
into regular use for decades. 

The group has organised for a Beyer 
Peacock steam engine to come to the 
town and haul passengers trains on 
short trips over the weekend. 

Group members are expecting the 
trips to be so popular that seats on 
the first two services need to be pre¬ 
booked. 

The Beyer Peacock No 1827 was 
built in 1879 and has returned to ser- 
vice following an extensive overhaul. 


Roger Date from the Cambrian Her¬ 
itage Railways said this weekend’s 
event would a landmark occasion. 

He said: “It is significant because 
it will be the first time there will be 
steam hauled passenger trains leaving 
Oswestry station in such a long time. 

“The platform has been restored 
over recent years as a lot of what was 
there was removed over the years by 
railway companies. 

“The platform has been restored 
and we are now able to take steam 
engines.”

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New group launched in bid 
to improve canal towpath

A new group is to be launched to improve the Llangollen Canal tow- 
path near Oswestry with campaigners hoping to exploit the growing 
popularity of boating holidays and the public’s use of the waterway. 

The aim of the new initiative is to provide a high standard of towpath along the stretch 
of the canal between St Martins and Gledrid to make it more accessible and user friendly. 

The initiative is being driven by St Martins man Ron Jones, who also serves on Selattyn 
and Gobowen Parish Council. 

Mr Jones said improvements were necessary to the stretch of towpath so it was easily 
accessible all year round. 

He said during the wetter months parts 
of the towpath becomes muddy and difficult 
to use. 

Mr Jones said: “What I am trying to do 
is to get money to improve that stretch of 
towpath because I think it does need to be 
resurfaced. 

“I would say we are talking about a cou¬ 
ple of miles of towpath but the work would 
bring so many benefits if we are able to re¬ 
ally improve the towpath. 

“You would need about a metre wide tow- 
path, four inches of stone and an inch of 
limestone dust to create a really good tow- 
path that everybody could use.” 

Mr Jones said he had already held talks 
with representatives from the Canal and 
River Trust, the group responsible for the 
country’s waterways. 

He said: “I am told I need to try to get a 
group together to access the money needed 
for the project. I am pretty hopeful I can get 
the local parish councils to support it but 
there is a need to show public support for 
the plan as well so money from people like 
the lottery can be given. 

“The use of the canal has really grown in 
recent years and boating holidays are really 
popular now. 

“You also have lots of people walking 
along the towpath and cycling and running. 
It is a real asset to this area and we must do 
what we can to make the most of it. 

“Ideally you would want a high standard 
of towpath all along so people can easily ac¬ 
cess it and get to the Lion Quays Hotel and 
The Poachers Pocket at Gledrid. 

“And if you walk further along you get 
to Chirk Bank where the World Heritage 
Site starts which is a wonderful asset. If 
we get that improvements more people will 
use the towpath which bring obvious health 
and tourism benefits.”

New college centre will 
address skills shortage

BOSSES at an Oswestry college say they are doing their bit to ensure 
a skills shortage is being addressed in the county. 

Three-quarters of British businesses believe a significant skills crisis will hit 
the UK within the next three years, according to a new report. 

More than 600 business leaders were interviewed for the report by the Prince’s Trust 
and HSBC. 

More than 40 per cent said they were already experiencing skills gaps within their firms, 
while more than a half are facing difficulties filling vacancies. Bosses at Walford and North 
Shropshire College say they are already working on plans to address the issue. 

The college is working to offer more courses to help with skills shortages in the local 

area and that includes the formation of 
a new Construction Centre and offering 
plumbing and bricklaying courses both full 
time and through apprenticeship routes. 

Bosses say the college carried out re¬ 
search to identify vocational training needs 
for local businesses and said consistently, 
there was demand for construction skills. 

They say the college is investing signif¬ 
icant funds into transforming a bespoke 
area of the college into the new Construc¬ 
tion Centre. 

The centre will have facilities for stu¬ 
dents to learn construction skills in brick¬ 
laying and plumbing, and new for 2015, the 
college will introduce electrical installation 
facilities. 

Students 

Work on phase one of the Construction 
Centre will be overseen by estates manager, 
David Candlin and will be complete by Sep¬ 
tember when a new intake of students will 
begin their studies. 

The college will offer Levels 1 and 2 in 
both disciplines this September and expand 
the provision next year to include Level 
3. In addition, an apprenticeship route is 
available in both disciplines and part-time 
evening courses will also be offered this 
September. 

From September 2015 an entry level 
course in construction will be available as 
well as electrical studies from Levels 1-3. 

Sharon Cooper, head of commercial ser¬ 
vices, said: “This is an exciting venture for 
both myself and the college. 

“It’s good to be able to provide local stu¬ 
dents with vocational training that will 
help them gain meaningful employment in 
the local area.” 

The college is in the process of looking for 
sponsorship and developing business links 
with the local construction industry.

Paterson to 
set up own 
think tank 

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Paterson is 
setting up his own think tank which will 
campaign to leave the European Union, 
among other things. 

The MP, sacked as Environment Secre¬ 
tary in last month’s Cabinet reshuffle, now 
wants to gather together like minded To¬ 
ries open to “think the unthinkable” and 
come up with a vision for a “prosperous, 
sovereign and socially just United King¬ 
dom”. 

Mr Paterson said the new venture, which 
he had tentatively called UK2020, will seek 
to articulate the views of Conservatives 
“beyond Westminster”. 

He said it will campaign for Britain to 
leave the EU and free itself from some cli¬ 
mate change regulations and targets. 

The former Cabinet minister, who is not 
afraid to voice his views on controversial 
issues, from badger culls to fracking, has 
already raised a six-figure sum for the pro¬ 
ject and is starting to recruit staff. 

In an advert on his Twitter Page, Mr 
Paterson revealed there are part time and 
full time jobs in the project, with salaries 
of between £20,000 - £50,000 for full time 
equivalent roles. 

He said: “We are looking for candidates 
to join a small team at a new research unit 
to develop a radical conservative vision for 
a prosperous, sovereign and socially just 
United Kingdom in 2020.

So Oswestry Police Station is 
to close to the public - why are 
we not shocked? 

Anyone wishing to call at the 
station must now shout into 
a telephone intercom service 
which will hopefully be answered 
by some faceless individual 
who probably won’t have a clue 
where Oswestry is let alone Tre- 
fonen. 

Police have pledged not to 
make compulsory redundancies 
despite closing front counter 
services in nine stations across 
Shropshire. But the biggest los¬ 
ers are members of the public. 

Very few people visit their local 
police station unless they really 
need to and then they mostly 
need to be dealt with on a face- 
to-face basis. 

I can say from personal expe¬ 
rience that this really is a back¬ 
ward step, having faced a situa¬ 
tion at Welshpool Police Station 
where I was left hanging for 20 
minutes by an operator based in 
Carmarthen. I was finally forced 
to give up completely. 

What I find equally disappoint¬ 
ing is that Bill Longmore, Police 
and Crime Commissioner for 
West Mercia, was in Oswestry 
recently and made no mention of 
any intention to close the town 
reception area. 

He must have known but 
chose not to share such a con¬ 
troversial piece of information 
with the town’s civic leaders. 
When he returns I suspect one or 
two councillors will have a thing 
or two to say. 

The Welshpool station is now 
manned again and I suspect it 
won’t be too long before West 
Mercia learns that cutting itself 
off from the people it is there to 
serve is not the way forward. 

Mr Longmore’s assurance of 
more officers on the beat is a 
pretty shallow offering. This is 
just the latest example of panic 
cuts from a troubled force. 

Who know how bad things will 
get when the inevitable merger 
with the West Midlands Force 
happens? 


Mindless vandals have again 
struck at Welshpool’s Maesy- 
dre Recretaion Ground. Just a 
week after damage to cricket 
side screens the grandstand has 
been daubed with graffiti. 

Welshpool Football Club is in 
talks with the town council about 
building new facilities but may 
well be put off if the damage 
continues. 

Waterloo FC along with the 
town rugby and cricket clubs 
already face big clean-up op¬ 
erations even before they can 
play a ball each week as the area 
attracts late night drinkers and 
those out to cause such mind¬ 
less damage.There is only so 
much these people can take. 

What really worries me is that 
a child will be seriously injured.

The not so new fabric 
of society on our street 


Charity shops occupy many 
spots on the country's 
high streets. DAVE MEAKIN 
takes a look at Oswestry 

EVERY town is unique. Wheth¬ 
er you loath a place or love it, 
when you think about it there’s 
always a landmark or shop 
that’s associated with the area. 

Like many towns of a similar size, 
Oswestry has more than one aspect 
that makes it dear to people. For 
some it’s the market, the hill fort, or 
maybe a chippy you always used to 
go to as a kid. 

For people of a certain generation, 
Oswestry conjures up the image of 
pubs, the multitude of which once made 
Oswestry the wettest watering hole in 
Shropshire. 

For better or worse, things change. 
Nowadays, instead of boozers, the name 
Oswestry, like that of many provincial 
towns, is more likely to conjure up an 
image of charity shop laden high streets. 

Theses shops are somewhat of an 
anomaly, for whilst many other high 
street retailers are feeling the pinch of 
the internet revolution, charity shops 
appear to be thriving, to the extent that 
people will come to Oswestry solely to 
look round these budget enterprises. 

Perhaps inevitably, their popularity 
has led to comparison; which shop has 
the best clothes, the cheapest prices or 
the largest selection of books. 

It’s price however, that fixates most 
people, which is understandable, given 
that despite all these shops getting their 
wares for free, there is a considerable 
difference in price between the cheapest 
and the most expensive shops. 

Jane Williams, manager of The Salva¬ 
tion Army shop in Church Street, and

one of the cheapest charity shops in 
Oswestry, said: “We have basic guide 
lines that need to be followed, but es¬ 
sentially it’s down to my judgement, 
you could almost call it instinct. 

“There’s a maximum and a minimum 
we can charge for things, but there’s an 
awful lot of leeway. 

“The fact of the matter is, I want to 
sell the items that come into the shop, 
because every item that’s sold means 
money for charity. If things are too ex¬ 
pensive, they won’t sell, it’s as simple 
as that. 

“But, by the same rational, you can’t 
just give things away either. There has 
to be a balance.” 

Despite all the shops having guide¬ 
lines from their respective head offices, 
many managers have a surprising 
amount of control over the prices they 
charge. 


The Oswestry manager of Age UK in 
Bailey Street, said: “A lot of the pricing 
is down to me personally, and I often 
base those prices on the make of a prod¬ 
uct. It wouldn’t be fair to charge the 
same price for a t-shirt from Primark 
as you would for one from M&S. 

“The thing is, we get all sorts in our 
shop, even precious items made out of 
gold or silver. If that happens, I get 
them valued. People’s interpretations 
of what something should cost can be 
very subjective, so getting them valued 
by a professional helps avoid problems.” 

The benefits of charity shops aren’t 
just limited to bargain hunters and the 
institutions they represent. They’re 
also a way for the young or long term 
unemployed to get onto the job market. 

A report by the think tank Demos, 
published last year, suggest that the 
benefits for the unemployed can be so¬ 


cial as well as financial. 

Because whilst these shops provide 
an accessible way for people to improve 
their CVs, they also help boost the con¬ 
fidence of people who are just starting 
out in the job market, by allowing them 
opportunities to deal with the public. 

Martin Harrison, 26, a volunteer at 
the Salvation Army charity shop, said: 
“I started working here through a work 
placement with County Training and 
this year I’ll have been at the shop two 
years because I like it so much. 

“The Demo report also highlighted 
the benefits for older volunteers and cus¬ 
tomers, many of whom rely on the shops 
“to ward off isolation and loneliness”. 

It found that 33 per cent of volunteers 
working in charity shops were retired, 
whilst others said their local charity 
shop acted as a kind of community cen¬ 
tre for older and vulnerable people to 
drop in for a chat. 

Not only do these shops benefit the so¬ 
cial lives of retirees, but they can have a 
positive effect on their health too, with a 
recent US study showing that those over 
50 who had volunteered for 200 hours 
in the previous year, were significantly 
healthier than non-volunteers, with a 
lower risk of stroke or heart attack. 

Surprisingly, the report also chal¬ 
lenges the concept that charity shops are 
contributing to the decline of the high 
street; by keeping shopping in areas 
they might otherwise not bother shop¬ 
ping, by drastically reducing the number 
of shops that would otherwise be empty 
and, by contributing a total of 17,300 
paid employees to Britain’s economy. 

Whether you’re a fan of these shops 
or not, their place on the high street is 
guaranteed for a few more years at least. 
And with the competitiveness their 
prices are likely to stay reasonable too.

One year ago Parliament was 
recalled from summer recess 
to consider Britain’s response 
to the gassing of innocent civil¬ 
ians in Syria by President Bashar 
al-Assad. Prime Minister Camer¬ 
on and President Obama were 
seriously contemplating a mili¬ 
tary response. 

After much discussion with 
and advice from many constit¬ 
uents, I decided that the case 
had not been made for a military 
strike against Damascus. But I 
did agree with David Cameron 
that we should not completely 
‘close the door’ to intervention if 
circumstances changed. 

I was on the losing side. The 
House of Commons decided to 
completely rule out military inter¬ 
vention no matter what. I thought 
that was a very bad day for world 
peace and that forces of evil 
would have been watching, and 
realising that NATO powers were 
not willing to act, even to prevent 
the worst of atrocities against in¬ 
nocents. Sadly, that is where we 
are today. 

In Syria, 200,000 have been 
killed, many probably gassed. 
Another 8million have been 
made refugees. Because West¬ 
ern media is banned, this reign 
of terror hardly features on our 
news channels - a disgraceful 
failure of our free press. 

On the Eastern border of 
Ukraine, a Russian war making 
machine is gathering. Its likely 
thousands will die. In Kurdistan 
whole populations of minorities 
are being slaughtered simply 
because they are who they are. 
Christians are being given the 
choice of converting to Islam, 
fleeing or being killed. The bar¬ 
barism of the Islamic State (Isis) 
is beyond inhuman. 

For evil to prosper all it needs 
is for good people to do nothing. 
The UK is sending humanitarian 
aid to save Christians trapped on 
Mount Sinjar. The UK is sending 
Typhoons and Chinooks to help. 
I fully support all this, but it does 
seem very little, very late. 

We are on the brink of a hu¬ 
manitarian disaster, with inno¬ 
cents being killed on a massive 
scale. Parliament would indeed 
be recalled if Government decid¬ 
ed to embark on military action. 
Because doing nothing could be 
an even worse option, we should 
be recalled to Westminster im¬ 
mediately^

HOW CAN I WORK OUT WHAT MY PARTNER SHOULD PAY TO BUY ME OUT OF OUR HOME? 

Q: My partner and I bought a house together nine years ago. I hoped we would eventually get married but this has not happened and now he 
has met someone else and wants to buy me out of the property. 

He has made me an offer but I don’t think it reflects the fact that I paid a greater proportion of the deposit and all the mortgage repayments for 
three years whilst he went back to university. The problem is that I don’t know what sort of figure I should accept as we did not have a written 
agreement about what would happen if we split up. What should I do? 

A: You need to seek legal advice as soon as possible. In English law co-habiting couples who are not married but who jointly own their family 
home, will each automatically receive 50% of the sale proceeds if the property is sold. This is still the case even if one partner contributed more 
to its purchase or upkeep and working out who spent what in terms of percentages can be difficult. To challenge the general rule of the law in 
court can be costly and there is no guarantee of winning. 

Unfortunately it is a myth that co-habiting couples have the same automatic rights as a married couple. Unmarried co-habiting couples have 
to rely on the law of trusts if they want to claim a greater or lesser financial interest in a property they own jointly. The best course of action 
for co-habiting couples is to have a legal agreement drawn up at the time of purchase, stating who owns what and in what proportions. 
A Co-habitation Agreement not only lets you document how you will split your property, its contents, personal belongings, savings and other 
assets if the relationship breaks down, but also how you will manage your day-to-day finances.

A VETERAN councillor says it is “almost a waste of time” being a 
parish council member in Shropshire because key planning applica¬ 
tions are being approved “time and time again” despite local oppo¬ 
sition. 

Councillor Ron Jones said it had become a major concern how many large 
applications were being approved at Shropshire Council level despite objections 


from parish councils. 

Ana he warned some vil¬ 
lages in the county could 
soon become small towns 
because of the number of 
large scale housing devel¬ 
opments. 

Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council joined sev¬ 
eral other objectors who op¬ 
posed plans for the building 
of up to 50 homes in Whit¬ 
tington Road in Gobowen. 

The parish council op¬ 
posed the plan, saying it 
was backland development 
and did not fit in with local 
aspirations. 

The application attracted 
22 objections and 30 letters 
of support. 

Supporters said that 
there were a shortage of 
new homes for young peo¬ 
ple in Gobowen and that 
new residents would help 
support local businesses. 

Councillors on Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s north plan¬ 
ning committee last week 



Councillor Ron Jones 


voted in favour of the out¬ 
line planning application 
after hearing that because 
Shropshire does not have 
its five year housing alloca¬ 
tion, little weight could be 
given to the current hous¬ 
ing supply policy. 

Cllr Jones said: “This has 
now become a major con¬ 
cern and is frustrating for 
local people. 

“It is almost a waste 


of time being on a parish 
council if they are going to 
be almost ignored. It is hap¬ 
pening time and time again. 

“We spend a good time 
making our development 
plans, SamDev as they 
call it, putting a boundary 
around the village but these 
plans are going outside 
these plans.” 

Cllr Jones said on top of 
the new development, other 
housing projects were in the 
pipeline for Gobowen. “It 
is making Gobowen into a 
town basically and we have 
to be careful. We will be cre¬ 
ating towns.” 

Shropshire Council 
Speaker Councillor David 
Lloyd, who represents 
Gobowen on the unitary 
authority, saidplanning of¬ 
ficers often had to recom¬ 
mend approval because of 
the five year housing alloca¬ 
tion situation.

ALMOST 90 motorists were 
arrested for failing a breath 
test in Mid Wales during a 
month-long crackdown by 
police. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said 
it stopped 5,535 drivers as 
part of the All Wales Sum¬ 
mer Drink Drive campaign, 
with 88 testing positive. 

Now the force said drivers 
must learn to take more re¬ 
sponsibility for their actions 
after the figures were de¬ 
scribed as ‘alarming’. 

Susan Storch, road safety 
officer for the force, said: 
“We as drivers must take 
responsibility for our ac¬ 
tions behind the wheel and 
not drive while under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol or drugs, 
which even includes certain 
prescribed medicines. 

“Doing so will signifi¬ 
cantly decrease our reaction 
times despite possibly feel¬ 
ing alert. 

“We will continue to work 
with our partners in driving 
home the anti-drink and 
drug driving message as no 
amount is safe to take be¬ 
fore driving. The choice is 
simple. Drink or drive, not 
both.” 

“The figures for Dy¬ 
fed-Powys was one of the 
lowest recorded in Wales at 
1.6 per cent positive,” said 
assistant chief constable 
Jon Stratford, who led the 
campaign from South Wales 
Police.

“All the money hasn’t come in yet, but I 
think I’ve raised over £500 for Cancer Re¬ 
search.

Hundreds of trespassers risk 
lives on Midlands rail tracks 


HUNDREDS of children 
and young adults in the 
West Midlands are risking 
their lives by trespassing on 
railway tracks , latest fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

A total of 145 trespassing 
incidents were recorded in 
the region between April 
and July this year. 

British Transport Police 
(BTP) said more than half 
of the trespassers were aged 
between 14 and 25. Officers 
are now stepping up patrols 
in a bid to deter people from 
stepping on to the tracks. 

There have also been 19 
cases of stone throwing on 
the railway as well as prob¬ 
lems of criminal damage. 


The Safer Travel Partner¬ 
ship (STP), which includes 
the transport authority Cen¬ 
tro and is tasked with com¬ 
bating crime on the West 
Midlands public transport 
system, said the trespassing 
problems increased during 
the summer months. 

In the coming weeks, of¬ 
ficers will visit problematic 
locations around the region. 

They will also report any 
damage to railway property, 
such as broken fences, so 
they may be repaired and 
help to stop people gaining 
access to the track. 

Inspector Lee Gordon 
from the Safer Travel Part¬ 
nership said: “Children 


and young adults need to 
understand the dangers of 
the railway and the risk this 
poses, not just to their lives, 
but to others working and 
travelling on the rail net¬ 
work. 

“We monitor all offences 
carefully, and there’s a size¬ 
able increase in the number 
of incidents we see during 
the lighter nights”. 

Mark Goodall, London 
Midland’s head of route for 
Cross City services - the 
busiest commuter route in 
the West Midlands - said: 
“The statistics show that 
we are currently experienc¬ 
ing around 50 trespassing 
incidents a month.” 


HUMAN skeletal remains have been found in caves on the Shrop¬ 
shire/Powys border at Llanymynech 

The remains were discovered by people with metal detectors who were exploring an area 
known as Llanymynech Caves near the village of Llanymynech. 

Police officers from Dyfed-Powys Police have launched an investigation and have asked 
forensic experts to carry out tests on the find. 

Officers say the remains could be archaeological as the site was once a Roman copper 
mine. 


Witnesses said police officers sealed off 
the area of the caves on Friday last week 
after the remains were discovered. 

The remains were removed from the site 
for further examination. 

Dyfed-Powys Police spokeswoman Sian 
George said: “Police are investigating the 
discovery of what appear to be human skel¬ 
etal remains in an area known as Llanymy¬ 
nech caves, Llanymynech. 

“This was unearthed as a result of metal 
detection activity being carried out on the 
site which was a Roman copper mine. 

“The remains are being examined by fo¬ 
rensic experts who will help us determine 
the significance of this find, and whether 
they could be archaeological.” 

Shropshire Councillor for Llanymynech 
Arthur Walpole said the find was intrigu¬ 
ing. 

He said: “I think many people will be in¬ 
terested in what this is. 

“They say it is caves but it is really just 
one cave as I understand it and it is quite 
extensive.

“It is interesting because there is lots of 
aspects to this. 

“We are already interested in the social 
history of the site and it will be interesting 
to see what this can perhaps tells us about 
the site and what it can add to what we 
know already about the area. 

“We know there was a large Roman camp 
in the area and hopefully this could add to 
our understanding. 

“I think this could be interesting and sig¬ 
nificant not just locally but for the wider 
area and could create further interest in 
the site.” 

A number of Roman artefacts have been 
found in the mine previously, including a 
number of bones and burials, 

A hoard of 30 first and second century 
silver coins of Roman currency was found 
in 1965 by some schoolboys, and they are 
now conserved at the National Museum of 
Wales.

Records go as 
orthopaedic 
numbers rise

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital has treated more patients than 
ever before over the past 12 months, according to new figures. 

There were 16,000 patients treated at the hospital in 2013/2014, an increase 
of three per cent from the previous year. 

Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital NHS Foundation Trust has also 
improved its access and waiting times and achieved a surplus of £1 million, which has been 
re-invested in facilities for patients. 

The figures were revealed at the trust’s annual meeting, where Russell Hardy, chair- 

-man of the trust s board 

and council of governors, 
applauded the good work of 
staff and volunteers. 

The trust has pledged to 
continue to improve and 
make another surplus which 
it will spend on more devel¬ 
opments for patient care. 

Mr Hardy praised the 
leadership of the trust’s 
chief executive. He said: 
“Wendy Farrington Chadd’s 
leadership through the com¬ 
plexities of the NHS is really 
remarkable. Over the last 
six years, the performance 
and sustainability of the 
hospital has been revolu¬ 
tionised but what remains 
constant from the 1900s is 
the founding principles of 
outstanding patient care. 

“We received over 1,000 
written compliments from 
satisfied patients last year 
and over 90 per cent of 
patients and staff would 
recommend the hospital to 
friends and family. 

The meeting was told the 
latest about a project which 
is seeing £12.3 million is 
being invested in increasing 
capacity in surgical thea¬ 
tres, which is due for com¬ 
pletion by April 2016. Four 
new theatres will replace 
some of the current thea¬ 
tres.The high dependency 
unit will be replaced and 
there will be new admission 
and recovery facilities.

County schools to 
get more funding 

SHROPSHIRE pupils will receive the fifth highest amount 
of funding per head in the UK - after having previously 
been among the poorest supported in the country. 

The Government has announced that schools in some of 
the least fairly funded local areas in the country will benefit 
from a £390 million cash boost in the biggest step towards 
fairer schools funding in a decade. 

Shropshire’s case for fairer funding has been accepted 
and the rise in money spent per pupil has been increased 
from a projected £256 to £297, meaning the county will re¬ 
ceive an extra £10.4 million for the 2015/16 academic year. 

The additional funding marks a 7.2 per cent increase for 
ShropshireQ’s schools and represents the seventh-highest 
percentage rise in pupil funding across England. A total of 
62 local authorities are benefitting from the changes. 

Shropshire’s funding is due to rise from £4,113 per pupil 
currently to £4,410 per pupil.

Rather evil looking black smoke billowed 
out of the back (sorry, stern) and my at¬ 
tention was diverted to making it through 
the first tunnel of the trip in one piece and 
praying to the canal Gods that there was no 
other vessel approaching.

We sluggishly and embarrassingly ca¬ 
reered, careened and generally zigzagged 
along the waterway and any wildlife that 
might have been present, was sensibly 
keeping well out of our way. We eventually 
made it up to the meres past Ellesmere 
without having a mechanical or nervous 
breakdown and moored up for lunch. As 
soon as the engine was cut, I could not only 
hear again but a piercing whistle made it¬ 
self apparent and was shortly followed by 
a kingfisher.

Having visited the herons on The Mere at 
Ellesmere earlier on in the year, this leggy 
creature yet to form its full gamut of adult 
plumage was quite probably one of the 
youngsters I had spied from the visitor cen¬ 
tre in early spring.

SHAKESPEARE’S comedies are perfect vehicles for the 
array of talents which have assembled under the banner of 
Oswestry Drama Project. 

And none are a more perfect match than a Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, which was performed at the rear of the 
Old Vaults in Oswestry and at Chirk Castle by a company 
drawn from various groups around the town.

The underwhelming Vauxhall 
Insignia has suddenly become 
impressive with the arrival of the 
Country Tourer 2.0 CDTi 4x4. 

For this is a car with real presence, 
standing on stylish 18in wheels and 
looking every bit a real alternative in 
a busy sector. 

You get lots for your money with the 
Country Tourer. The car on test was a well- 
equipped 2.0-litre, 163bhp diesel mod¬ 
el, which you could put on the road for 
£26,499 - a lot less than sector rivals. 

Looks can sometimes be deceiving but 



with this Insignia you get just what it says 
on the tin. A muscular profile is matched 
all round with new grilles and lights, raised 
arches, chrome effect side surround and 
tinted rear glass. 

That means this Insignia looks like noth¬ 
ing else in the Vauxhall camp from the out¬ 
side and the improvements continue once 
you open the doors too. 

The dated cabin has at last been up¬ 
graded and the Nav model on test came 
with an 8in touch-screen system, which 
is simple enough to master and comes 
with the alternative of either prodding the 
screen or using a centre console-mounted 
touchpad system. 

You get chrome ‘4x4 Tourer’ kickplates 
for the doors and bright gearlever trim, and 
a higher seating position. 

So it looks the part, but does it have the 
performance to match? 

Choice 

There’s a choice of Sport, Normal and 
Tour modes to help with all kinds of driv¬ 
ing situations and you can comfortably 
expect to achieve a combined fuel figure 
of 50mpg. 

There’s a top speed of 127mph but 
0-60mph takes a slightly disappointing 
10.9 seconds - quite frankly the car looks 
faster. C02 emissions are 147g/km. 

There’s plenty of grip but some body roll 
when you really ask the questions, though 
this Insignia offers a pretty comfortable ride 
with more than enough space for five pas¬ 
sengers and oceans of boot space with an 
automatic opening and closing system. 

It may be 4x4 but the Country Tourer 
is not a true off-roader, although it does

enough to make it an attractive proposition 
if you need to tackle farm tracks or muddy 
conditions. 

The test car included a DMB digital ra¬ 
dio, Bluetooth, USB connectivity, LED 
daytime running lights, high pressure 
headlight washers, front fogs, front and 
rear parking sensors, and heated steering 
wheel and front seats. 

You also get cruise control, electric win¬ 


dows, electric height adjustment on the 
driver’s seat, climate control, electric park¬ 
ing brake, electric and heated door mirrors 
and an electronic stability programme. 

All the normal safety equipment is in¬ 
cluded such as a remote control security 
alarm, deadlocking and six airbags. 

Complete with a lifetime 100,000-mile 
warranty the Country Tourer is a very im¬ 
pressive new arrival to the Vauxhall camp.
